I they tormerly called the mark of the Beaſp, to 
wit, heathenih poetical Strains and i ictions, of Latin and 
Greck Heathen Authors, whom here they imitate and whoſe 
words they borrow, yet withal ſtill pretending they will 
not defile their lacred Mouthes, with giving heathenith 
Names to. the Days of the Week and Months of the Year.

0bſerv. 2. In their calling me not only Ecebolius 10d the 
Caledonian, (i, e. the Scottifh)Apoltate, but Julian the Azo/taze, 
they maliciouſly reflef on all rue Chriſtians of the 1hree
